NEW YORK (AP)—Dag 
Hammarskjold, United Nations 
Secretary General arrived at 
Idlewild Airport Thursday from 
Tunis where he had conferred 
with President Habib Bourguiba 
on the Tunisian crisis. 

Hammarskjold declined to 
comment on the Tunisian situa- 
tion and when asked about a 
French accusation that he had 
favored the Tunisian point of 
view, he replied: “I won't 
make any comment on that. 

-“It’s part ef diplomatic corre- 
spondence—what I have to say 
I'll tell the Security Council.” 

He arrived on a Trans World 
Airlines plane and was met at 
the airport by Mongi Slim, Tuni- 
sian permanent representative 
to the U.N. Security Council. 

Earlier, 36 Asian-African na- 
tions and Yugoslavia asked the 
Security Council to demand the 
withdrawal of all French troops 
from Tunisian areas occupied in 
last week's fighting. 

The demand was voiced as 
the ll-nation Council was sum- 
moned to meet Friday at 3 p.m. 
for another effort at resolving 
the Bizerte crisis. 

Deteriorating French-Tunisi- 
an relations cast gloom over 
the prospects. 

The Asian-African demands 
were in a letter presented to 
Ambassador Leopoldo Benites 
of Ecuador, Council president, 
with a request that it be cir- 
culated to all members. 

It expressed hope that a peace- 
ful solution can be found 
through direct French-Tunisian 
negotiations, but declared they 
must be based on- “respect for 
the sovereignty and territorial 
integrity of Tunisia, and its 
right to demand evacuation of 
all foreign forces from Tunisia 
with the least possbile delay.” 

This apparently would in- 
clude liquidation of the contro- 
versial French base at Bizerte. 

Meanwhile, the United Arab 
Republic was reported consult- 
ing with Liberia and Ceylon, 
the other Asian-African nations 
on the Council, on a resolution

SEATO Issue 
Shelved in 
Laos ‘Talks 


GENEVA (UPI)—The i4na- 
tion Laos conference Friday 
shelved its first article of a neu- 
trality declaration for the king- 
dom after a bitter East-West 
dispute over SEATO. No agree- 
ment was possible. 


British conference co-chair- 
man Malcolm MacDonald and 
Red Chinese Deputy Foreign 
Minister Chang Han-fu traded 
heated speeches over a Soviet 
demand that SEATO’s “protec- 
tive umbrella” protocol cover- 
ing Laos be specifically abrogat- 
ed in the Laotian neutrality 
Statute being negotiated here. 

The conference, meeting in 
its 43rd session since it began 
May 16, decided to record the 
disputed article as “undecided” 
and put it aside until the other 
items in the 19-article neutral- 
ity document have been discus- 
sed. 

Before }'riday a preambie and 
five articles in the declaration 
had been generally agreed and 
a drafting committee started 
work on their precise wording 
in the afternoon. 

Debate was cut off after three 
days on a clause covering the 
understanding that “provisions 
of treaties and agreements re- 
lating to Laos which conflict 
with the independent and neu- 
tral status of Laos cease to have 
effect.” 


The Communists, led by Red 
China, demanded that SEATO’s 
Laos protocol be specifically 
named in the neutrality dec- 
laration. They coupled the de- 
mand with an all-out attack on 
SEATO as an “aggressive mil- 
itary bloc” which threatened 
peace in Laos and throughout 
Southeast Asia. 


Answering the Communist at- 
tack, MacDonald said in its 
seven years of existence, SEATO 
had not invaded a single coun- 
try or committed any ac. of 
aggression. If it had, he said, 
the invaded country would cer- 
tainly have reported to the U.N. 
Security Council,

S.W. A frica Committee 
Wants U.N. to Step In 


UNITED NATIONS (AP)— 
The U.N, Committee on South- 
West Africa told the President 
of the Security Council Friday 
that policies of the South Afri- 
can Government have “created 
such a tense situation that only 
intervention by the United Na- 
tions can prevent armed racial 
conflict in Africa.” 

The charge was made in a 
letter from the committee to 
Ambassador Leopoldo Benites 
of Eeuador, president of the 
council for July. a! 

The committee had previous- 
ly requested that the council 
meet to consider the situation. 

An explanatory memorandgum 
signed by Ambassador Enrique 
Rodriguez Fabregat of Uruguay, 
the committee chairman, in sup- 
port of the committee’s request 
said: 

“From the testimony of politi- 
cal refugees from the mandated 
territory, and of other petition- 
ers who have appeared before 
the committee during its investi- 
gations in Accra, Dar-es-Salaam 
and Cairo, the committee is con- 
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| 


vinced that the continued appli- 
cation of apartheid policy in 
South-West Africa, and the con- 
tinued defiance by the South 
African Government of the 
authority of the United Nations 
over the mandated territory, has 
created such a tense situation 
that only intervention by the 
United Nations can prevent 
armed racial conflict in Africa.” 


The committee undertook the 
investigation at the direction of 
the U.N. General Assembly. 
South Africa refused it permis- 
sion to visit South-West Africa. 


Britain would not let the com- 
mittee into Bechuanaland unless 
it promised it would not enter 
South-West Africa without per- 
mission of the South African 
Government. 


The memorandum charged 
that, according to press reports 
and statements by petitioners, 
“South African police in helli- 
copters were patrolling the 
South-West Africa- Bechuana- 
land border to preven: the com- 


mittee from entering.” 


Ikeda Claims Visit 
Bolstered U.S. Ties 


Prime Minister Hayato Ikeda said yesterday that the politiéal 
and economic relations and spiritual ties between Japan and the 
United States have been placed on an even firmer foundation as 
a result of his recent talks with President John F. Kennedy 
and other U.S. Government leaders. 


He made the statement at a 
welcome-home luncheon given 
by the America-Japan Society 
at the Imperia! Hotel. More 
than 400 Japanese and Ameri- 
can members of the society at- 
tended. 


The Prime Minister wags intro- 
duced to the audience by 
Shigeru Yoshida, president of 
the society and former prime 
n.inister, and U.S. Ambassador 
Edwin O. Reischauer. Yoshida 
termed the Ikeda mission to 
Washington as a great success 
and congratulated the prime 
minister on his “signal accomp- 
lishment.” Reischauer also 
raised the guest of honor for 

is contribution .o Japan's eco- 
nomic recovery as well as to 
the recovery from the spiritual 
damage of the prewar and war 
years, 


“Under his strong leadership,” 
he said, “I am sure that the 
Japanese people will make a ma- 
jor contribution to world pros- 
perity, world stability and world 
peace.” 

In his report, Ikeda referred 
to the China problem, Japanese- 
American trade and the machin- 
ery for Japanese-U.S. consulta- 
tions on economic, cultural, sci- 
entific and educational matters, 
which has been set up as a re- 
sult of his talks in Washington. 

On the ticklish problem of 
China, Ikeda said: 

“The China problem is, as 

you know, one of the greatest 
challenges confronting the 
world today. To begin with, 
this problem is complicated by 
various important related fac- 
tors. It is a problem which 
must be solved by considering 
it in relationship to these fac- 
tors while examining it from 
the broad standpoint of world 
peace. 
. Thus, President Kennedy 
and I exchanged frank views 
on the problem and discussed 
it from every angle. 

“Both Japan and the United 
States have formal diplomatic 
relations with the Nationalist 
Governm-nt on Taiwan. At the 
same time, it is a fact that a 
monolithic regime dedicated to 
communism exists on the main- 
land of China. It is extremely 
important to both Japan and 
the United States that such fac- 
tors be fully taken into account 
and that we do not blunder in 
dealing with the problem.” 

Ikeda regretted that some of 
Japan’s small and medium en- 
terprises are in difficult straits 
as a result of movements in 
America against the importation 
of Japanese goods. He said he 
pointed this out to the Amer 
ican side. 

Ikeda emphasized that Japan, 
recognizing that trade is a mat- 
ter of give and take, was con- 
tinuing efforts to further the 
liberalization of trade and co- 
operating with the U.S. in the 
area of assistance to under- 
developed countries. 

The speaker described the 
newly established Japan-U.S. 
Joint Economic Committee as 
symbolic of the “new coopera- 
tive relationship between our 
two countries,” adding that the 
adjustment of difficult problems 
in Japanese-American trade and 
the orderlty expansion of that 
trade are indispensable to the 
growth and progress of the 
economies of both countries.

Macmillan 
Wins Vote of 
Confidence 
On Austerity 


LONDON ({(AP)—Prime Min- 
‘ister Harold Macmillan Thurs- 
| day night won an overwhelm- 
ing vote of confidence for an 
austerity program which has 
sparked fury through Britain's 
school system, set labor unions 
‘rumbling with discontent and 
cut millions of pounds from 
share prices on the London 
Stock Exchange. 

Cool and unfiurried as ever, 
the Prime Minister went before 
the House of Commons to ex- 
plain the motives behind belt 
tightening measures which 
will be felt in nearly every 
househola in the land. 

Under furious attack from 
the opposition Laborite benches, 
Macmillan asserted .t the con- 
clusion of a two-day economic 
debate that his Government's 
measures were not only right 
but vital to the future well- 
being of the country. As La- 
borites bellowed for his resigna- 
tion, he declared: 

The House rejected a Labo- 
rite censure motion by 346 votes 
to 238 and then approved the 
Government program 346-236. 

Schoolteachers were angry 
with the Government for cut- 
ting back a promised pay boost 
from £ 47,500,000 ($133 million) 
to £42 million ($117,600,000). 
The immediate result was that 
nearly 300 teachers at nine 
schools in London, Bristol, Hert- 
fordshire and Kent staged one- 
day strikes in protest. 

The National Association of 
Schoolmasters representing 25,- 
000 teachers, also delivered a 
letter of protest to Macmillan 
calling for an inquiry into 
teachers’ pay. 

The association said it was 
planning militant action for 
September when schooling re- 
sumes if the Government does 
not give way. It claimed to 
have the backing of hundreds 
of school faculties who are 
ready to strike in the fall. 

The new austerity program 
was announced Tuesda by 
Treasury chief Selwyn. Lioyd, 
Chancellor of the Exehequer. 
He slapped a 10 per cent sur- 
charge on existing sales tates 
which already range up % 265 
per cent, and on various” ex- 
cise duties. He also called for 
a standstill in wages and com- 
pany dividends coupled with 
increased productivity and ex- 
ports. 

In other signs of revolt over 
the wages standstill, miners de- 
cided to go ahead with their 
claims for more pay and shorter 
hours and criticized the Gov- 
ernment’s crisis plans,

Francis Case 
(R-S.D.) cast a vote against re- 
porting the manpower measure 
Ww the Senate. 

Case explained he wanted to 
make certain that reservists and 
draftees with the least actual 
service would be the first called 
to duty. He said he hoped to 
work out an amendment assur- 
ing this for Senate consideration 
later. 

Chairman Russell said other 
senators agreed that “the trag- 
edy of Korea” should not be re- 
peated. He indicated he refer- 
red to the fact that many World 
War Il veterans were summon- 
ed back to duty while many 
younger men escaped military 
service. 

Russell said the committee re- 
port would say that “to the ex- 
tent possible, priority in recall 
of reservists should be applied 
to those in a drill pay status 
and to the six-month trainees 
rather than former volunteers 
and draftees.” 

He explained that only about 
half of the present reservists re- 
ceive regular Grill pay. | 

The six-month trainees are 
those who take half a year of 
active duty and then serve out 
their remaining obligation in 
reserve units.

Japan-ROK 
Settlement 
Dubious: Kim 


SEOUL (AP)—Kim Yu Taik, 
chairman of the South Korean 
Economic Planning Board, Fri- 
day said lack of firm anti-Com- 
munist policies and attitudes in 
the Japanese Government and 
people made the prospect of 
early settlement of Japan-South 
Korea problems “dubious.” 

Kim, former ambassador to 
Japan under the ex-President 
Syngham Rhee Government, 
said early normalization of rela- 
tions between the two countries 
was desirable but “this is no 
simple matter.” 

Kim cited as hindrances the 
past colonial rule of Japan an 
what he called the difference in 
the policies toward Communist 
countries between Japan and 
South Korea. 

He took particular exception 
to the mass repatriation of Ko- 
rean residents in Japan to Com- 
munist North Korea under a Ja- 
pan-North Korea Red Cross 
agreement. “The Japanese Gov- 
ernment does not have a clear 
understanding of what commu- 
nism is, although this may be 
understandable since the Japa- 
nese people never experienced 
the oppression of communism,” 
Kim said. 

Kim made the remark at a 
news conference ‘when he was 
asked to comment.on reports of 
plans for formation of a multi- 
nation group to extend econom- 
ic assistance to Korea, compris- 
ing Japan and some Western 
countries. 

The top economic minister of 
Premier Song Yo Chang's Cabi- 
net said the plans were still in 
a preliminary stage, and declin- 
ed to comment. 

Kim concluded his remarks 
on Japan by saying, “I hope 
Japan would try to eliminate 
the difference (in policies on 
communism) and deal with the 
problems between the two coun- 
tries in a way beneficial to the 
mutual interest.” 

Meanwhile, a South Korean 
Ministry source said Friday that 
Japan might be using proposals 
to establish a diplomatic mis- 
sion in Seoul as a pretext to re- 
fuse resumption of the Japan- 
Korea normalization talks. 

The source made the rem.arks 
in commenting on a Tokyo dis- 
patch that Japan would not ag- 
ree to reopen the interrupted 
talks unless South Korea agrees 
to establishing a Japanese mis- 
sion in Seoul. 

He said that if the story were 
true, South Korea “cannot but 
assume that Japan is avoiding 
resumption of the Korea-Japan 
talks” using the Japanese mis- 
sion issue as an excuse. 

The source added that it Is 
hard to understand why Japan 
should bring up the issue at 
this time when it fully knows 
the Korean position on it, and 
said such an attitude of Japan 
makes the Korean people 
“doubt the sincerity of Japan to 
settle all the pending questions 
between the two countries.”

WASHINGTON (AP)— 
Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk said Thursday the 
‘Kennedy Administration 
lis very much encouraged 
‘by the response of the 
'NATO allies to the United 
States call for a build-up 
of Western forces to meet 
‘Soviet threats to West 
Berlin. 


At a news conference, Rusk 
predicted the allies will act 
firmly together to strengthen 
NATO’s military capacity. 

At the same time, he said the 
Western foreign ministers in 
Paris next week will consider 
steps for taking the initiative 
in proposing negotiations on 
the Berlin crisis to the Soviet 
Union. 

He said the range of possible 

issues for negotiation is wide, 
but refused to specify any pos- 
sible concessions which the 
West might offer. 
, Rusk branded as unreal Rus- 
sia’s expressed fears about its 
security in Eastern Europe 
and about the rearmament of 
West Germany. 

He declared that the Western 
powers have lived peacefully 
with the situation in Eastern 
and Central Europe for 15 
years. 

He also said that Germany is 
being rearmed as a member of 
the Western community, and 
that the community acts in 
such matters only by common 
agreement. 

On other matters Rusk made 
these points: 

1. He wants an answer from 
Cuba in 24 to 48 hours on the 
U.S. request for return of an 
Eastern Ajrlines passenger 
— which was seized and 
own to Havana Monday. At 
the same time, he said that 
Cuban planes seized and heid 
in the U.S. In past months were 
attached by court order in 
cases of claims against the 
Castro Government.

Radiation, Liver 
Cancer Tie Studied 


NAGASAKI (Kyodo) — The 
connection between radiation 
and liver cancer is being studi- 
ed by the Radiation Injury Re- 
search Institute here. 


The study is being undertaken 
because liver cancer patients 
are increasing in Nagasaki, a 
prefecture which has the sec- 
ond highest incidence rate of 
liver cancer in the country. 


In the study, data collected 
by the medical department of

Buddhist Hell in Aomori 


What does a Buddhist hell 
look like? 


Visit the temple on Osore- 
yama (Fearful Mountain) in 
Aomori Prefecture. The moun- 
tain stands on axlike Shimokita 
Peninsula with a view of Hok- 
kaido Island in the distance. 


And people, according 
Weekly Yomiuri, believe that 
the souls of the dead in the 
Tohoku area all sleep on the 
mountain. 


The small river flowing neat 
the mountain temple is named 
“Sanzu-no-kawa” (River Styx) 
—which the dead must cross. 
A red bridge across the river 
serving as a bridge between 7 
worlds for the living and 
dead, leads visitors into the 
temple area—the Osore-yama 
sacred place. 


The place looks bare, eroded 
by sulphuric acid gas. The 
lingering hot spring steam over 
the temple ground with its 
rocks and gray-white sand en- 
hances the unrealistic, hell-like 


to 


atmosphere of the sacred place 
—which is further block out 
into Blood Pond, Children’s 


Limbo and Eternal Hall Gorge 
The dead stillness of Fearful 
Mountain is disturbed only once 
a year—during the period be- 
tween July 20 and July 25. 

Nearly 20,000 people of the 
Tohoku area then climb up the 
mountain to visit the sacred 
place—to talk with their late 
family members, relatives or 
friends. 

Joining such a crowd are also 
over 30 “itako” (blind women 
in the service of the temple 
who act as a medium between 
the living and the dead). 

From dawn to midnight, itako 
women chant sitting on the 
straw mats placed around the 
main temple building. People 
surround them and listen to the 


through the chanters’ mouths. 

A widow begins to cry. She 
hears the voice of her late hus 
band. The voice is telling her, 
“My head aches ... It’s painful 
-.«-« I have never felt at ease 
ever since I died... My dear 
wife, | always worry about you 
...« Whenever there is a flood or 
the wind blows hard...” 

A mother hears her late child 
calling out to her. In tears she 
gets up and dashes to the Chil- 
dren’s Limbo. At the Limbo, 
she piles up stones. She be- 
lieves that the child is also do- 
ing the same in hell. While 
piling up the stones, the wom- 
an talks to the child, “Forgive 
me, my dear child ... I let 
you die so young because I 
couldn't afford to Bive you good 
medical care... 

To the younger generation of 
the Tohoku area, however, the 
whole thing is sheer nonsense. 
Yet, some of them climb up the 
mountain during that period 
also. Why? Just to take pic- 
tures of itako women chanting 
among the crowd of weeping 
men and women.

The 20-year-old Indiana Uni- 
versity student narrowly miss- 
ed to tie his own best time of 
1:09.83 in the 100-meter breast- 
stroke he set recently at Evans. 
ville, Ind., but he bettered his 
own world mark of 2:35.3 clock- 
ed in the 200-meter breast- 
stroke at the same meet. 

Jastremski beat runner-up 
Koichi Yamanami of Japan by 
35 meters in the 200-meter 
breaststroke in the afternoon 
and won the 100-meter breast- 
stroke in the evening with a 
three-stroke margin over Kiyo- 
shi Nakagawa of Japan. 

Veteran Nakagawa clocked 
1:12.3 for a Japan record, fol- 
lowed by 15-year-old high school 
student Kenji Ishikawa who also 
set a national mark of 1:12.55 in 
another heat. The existing na- 
tional record is 1:12.6 set by 
Isao Masuda. 

In a 100-meter freestyle pre- 
liminaries, Brazilian Manuel Dos 
Santos led the qualifiers with a 
Japan international record of 
55.1 seconds, which is also his 
own best and the world’s second 
best record posted this year. 

Steve Clark of the US., who 
earlier this month chalked up 
this year’s world high of 54.7 
seconds, finished the race in 
56.8 seconds. 

All foreign entries passed the 
preliminaries with the excep- 
tion of three swimmers from 
Indonesia.

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The New Setup in Korea 

There has been a good deal of speculation as to how 
the United States really views the recent changes that 
have taken place in Korea but Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk, in a news conference statement on Thursday, gave 
what should be a sufficient answer to doubters. 

He said the United States welcomed the vigorous and 
prompt steps that: the new Military Government of the 
Republic’ had taken in its efforts to root out corruption, 
to create a new atmosphere for national reconstruction, 
and to provide a firmer economic base for democracy. At 
the same time, he said he found General Park’s statement 
regarding the restoration of civilian rule most encouraging. 
The recent actions of the new Korean Government, he 
added, gave Americans renewed hope that the legitimate 
aspirations of the Korean people could be successfully 


fulfilled in the years ahead. 


“T feel,” declared Mr. Rusk, 


“that a new basis is being established for close cogperation 


Detween our two nations.” 


This public recognition by the U.S. Secretary of State 
that the Korean Military Government is engaged in a 
useful work of reconstruction should go far to counter- 
balance any unfortunate impressions left by the obvious 
American disapproval when the military junta took over 
on May 16. And that is very essential under the prevail- 


ing circumstances. 


Faced with pressures emanating from 


the Communist North, and with a difficult social, economic 
and political situation at home, the Republic of Korea 
stands in need of American help and sympathy to as great 


an extent as ever. 


In the economic field, Mr. Rusk mentioned that the 


Military Government had inaugurated reforms such as the 


untfication of the power industry, affirmed its adherence 
to existing international agreements, and improved credit 


facilities for farmers and businessmen. 


In the political 


field, he indicated that he was encouraged by the recent 
amnesty of 1,300 persons and the announcement that the 
Government saw no reason for further wholesale arrests. 
There was no mention of the cases of former Premier 
John M. Chang, and-his successor, General Chang Do Yung 
who are threatened with trial for alleged offenses against 


the state, but it is reported 


that the United States has 


obtained assurances that both men will be accorded public 


trials. 


There appears then a good prospect of relations be- 
tween the United States and South Korea being placed on 


a sound footing and that the Military Government intends 
to do all it can to ensure this. 


It is recognized in Seoul 


that the Republic of Korea cannot stand alone and that 
circumstances demand that it shall cooperate harmoniously 


with other free nations. 


“In the Far East,” declared Seoul 


Radio on Thursday, “the North Korean puppet regime 
has recently concluded a military pact with Red China and 
the Soviet Union. The threat the Communists pose to the 


Free World nations in this region is no less serious. 


It 


is to be hoped that the United States will strengthen the 


defensive posture in the Far East. 


The Republic of Korea 


stands as a vanguard of the Free World in this part of the 
world. She needs and deserves the wholehearted support 
afid assistance from the United States.” 

With these sentiments we can heartily agree, but it 
is also important that relations between the Republic of 
Korea and Japan be placed on a permanently good footing. 
Continued interest is naturally felt in Japan over the 


future development of Korea, 


this country’s nearest neigh- 


bor, and there is a widespread desire that the fears and 
suspicions of Japan kept alive for such a long time under 
the Syngman Rhee regime, shall be finally abandoned. 
Close commercial relations are highly desirable from 
all points of view and it is probably no exaggeration to 
say that they are essential if South Korea is to undergo 


normal development. 


The Japanese people will watch with keen interest the 
implementation of the program of the Korean National 
Reconstruction Movement, with its seven-point “new life” 


principles. 


These principles are designed to deal mainly 


with social difficulties which beset the Korean people but 
it is clear that putting their own house in order is a 
necessary preliminary to greater activity in the way of 


international trade. 


At present, reports indicate that busi- 


ness in Korea is largely at a standstill although the Mili- 
tary Government is making desperate efforts to correct 
the evils which have brought this condition about. 
Meanwhile, we must express a hope that all outstand- 
ing issues between the Republic of Korea and Japan. will 
soon be amicably settled. The ROK Missién in Tokyo 
notified the Foreign Office on Thursday that the arrival of 
Mr. Lee Dong Hwan, the new minister from Seoul, had 
been delayed. When he arrives, no time should be lost 
in endeavoring to settle the questions which are still pre- 
venting the two countries from feeling full confidence in 


one another.

Hope in Critical World 


Nuclear Test Ban Still Pivotal Despite Khrushchev’s Troika 


The “Nations Speak” series 
participated in by writers of 
seven countries—U S. Britain, 
France, Germany, USSR, India

“Does Japan understand why 
the U.S. must seriously consider 
resumption of nuclear weapons 
testing? How will the two lead- 
ing political parties react if 
Washington decides to test new 
weapons following failure to 
reach a satisfactory agreement 
with the Soviet 
Union?” 

The first of 
these two ques- 
tions, directed 
to me in this 
Nations Speak 
international 
forum, can be 
shot back at the 
United States: 
Why must the 
U.S. seriously 
consider resumption of nuclear 
weapons testing? If the US. 
stand is not clear enough, that 
country can hardly expect its 
Allies to understand it. 

Obviously impractical is the 
three-Power directorate for test 
ban control. President Kennedy 
was right in rejecting Premier 
Khrushchev’s idea on the 
ground that it would permit 
Russia, by the use of the veto, 
to block investigation of any 


suspicious blasts on its ter 
ritory. 

Justification Needed 
It is not difficult to see, 


either, that the Russians have 
reversed their stand by making 
Western acceptance of Soviet 
proposals for Complete disarma- 
ment as the condition for nu- 
Moreover, three 
inspections a year in the Soviet 
territory appears all too insuf- 
ficient to clear suspicions con- 
cerning the alleged surrepti- 
tious experiments. 

That much Japan can under- 
stand easily like many other 


countries outside the Com- 
munist orbit do. “Seriously 
consider resumption of nuclear 
weapons testing?” That is 


quite logical, if emphasis is laid 
upon the word “consider.” But 
if emphasis is upon “resump- 
tion,” then it would be quite 
another story. 

The situation is serious and 
But resump- 
tion of nuclear weapons testing 
needs further justifications. 

Those Americans who urge 
immediate resumption of nu- 
clear weapons ene the 
justifications in their belief that 
the Russians are indeed con- 
ducting clandestine tests, and 
in the danger that the Russians 
might thus develop the neutron 
bomb ahead of the United 
States. 


Taking No Chances 

Their argument, however, is 
not convincing. As for the 
neutron bomb, most experts 
agree that the development of 
it,.a pure fusion bomb, will 
take many years of elaborate 
work even if it is feasible at 
all. While the bomb is 
theoretically possible, it will 
represent a very inefficient way 
of destruction militarily. 

No one except the Kremlin 
knows whether Russia is se- 
cretly testing nuclear weapons. 
The United States does not 
want to take any chances, 
where its security is in ques- 
tion. That is quite understand- 
able. If the security of the 
United States is jeopardized, 
that would also endanger 
Japan and other Allies of the 
United States. 

But those who are arguing in 
that vein have not succeeded 
yet in convincing the U.S.. pub- 
lic opinion in favor of resump- 
tion of the tests, much less 
public opinion in other coun- 
tries. 

Security is vital but the hope 
for disarmament is also vital at 
this critical moment of world 
history. Premier Khrushchev 
with his proposals in Vienna 
and thereafter has made any 
agreement for disarmament ex- 
tremely difficult. Another blow 
from either side will suffice to

kill the hope in toto. 

In view of the seriousness of 
the issue, it must be discussed 
in a suitable manner. The 
West must be sure as to what 
part, if any, of Khrushchev’s 
proposals is negotiable. If all 
the Communist bluffs were 
taken at face value, a nuclear 
world war would have been 
fought many times over by 
this time. The United States 
must be firm, but calm. 

"So far I have tried to present 
a view which I believe is 
shared by most Japanese, and 
perhaps by many other nations 
as well. , Against this back- 
ground, I can be brief in stat- 
ing my answer to the second 
question, namely possible parti- 
san reactions to resumption of 
nuclear weapons testing. 

Cooperate With West 


Prime Minister Hayato Ikeda 
made it clear to President Ken- 
nedy in June that Japan could 
hardly go along with the idea 
of resuming nuclear experi- 
ments, even if the effort to 
reach agreement should fail. 


The pro-Western  Liberal- 
Democratic Government, which 
Ikeda leads, will no doubt en- 
deavor to cooperate with the 
West, no matter what the deci- 
sion on the nuclear experi- 
ment will be. But the Gov- 
ernment party's position will 
become extremely difficult, if 
the United States skips over 
many careful, patient moves 
that must be made now. Japa- 
nese sentiments are against nu- 
clear weapons but they cannot 
be attributed to the emotional 


reactions to Hiroshima alone, 
There is something tragically 
futile in the present world situ- 
ation, in which the world is 
arming itself with nuclear 
weapons, and no one can close 
his eyes to this desperate situa- 
tion. 
Movement Reexamined 

The ban-the-bomb movement 
in Japan is now undergoing 
a process of reexamination, al- 
though it remains to be seen 
how far this process will . 
The Communist and leftist in- 
flUences in the movement are 
being decried more and more 
frequently. 

Japan's prominent labor lead- 
er Kaoru Ohta, for instance, 
said late in June that the ban- 
the-bomb movement should be 
freed from political tendencies 
so as to be acceptable to all 
Japanese. This was a remarka- 
ble statement coming as it did 
from the leader of the 3,500,000- 
strong leftist labor federation 
Sohyo, whose political tenden- 
cies have caused much conster- 
nation. 

Meanwhile, Prof. Masatoshi 
Matsushita, in cooperation with 
moderate labor unions and like- 
minded intellectuals, is pushing 
preparations for organization of 


a separate ban-the-bomb move- 
ment free from leftist § in- 
fluences. 


Should the United States re- 
sume nuclear testing, however, 
there is little doubt that the op- 
position Socialists will come 
out strongly against the United 
States.. A bitter invective will 
thus be injected inevitably in 
domestic Japanese politics.

Unity in Cabinet 

Prime Minister Hayato Ikeda 
told a press conference shortly 
after the Cabinet reshuffle that 
cooperation and unity of Cabinet 
members were necessary for 
making the strongman’s Cabi- 
net really strong.

The Government is now 
facing a variety of difficult 
problems, including the propos- 
ed raising of medical treatment 
fees and readjustment of tne 
wholesale rice price.

Chancellor Adenauer of 
West Germany was also op- 
posed. The British, however, 
flirted with the idea, suggested 
that the United Nations might 
even send a force into Berlin 
to keep the peace. 

In the end, the Allies coor- 
dinated their diplomacy in pre- 
paring their separate notes to 
the Kremlin. De Gaulle held 
out to the end for even tougher 
notes. He opposed the slightest 
suggestion that the West could 
be willing to negotiate over 
Berlin, even as part of an over- 
all European settlement, 

The President, in scrawling 
much of the American note in 
his own handwriting, explained 
to aides that he intended to 
stand firm in Berlin and wanted 
Khrushchev to know it. But 
at the same time, he didn’t 
want to use such provocative 
language that Khrushchev 
would be forced to carry out 
his warlike threats in order to 
save face.

U.S. Ambassador Thompson 
believes that Nikita Khrush- 
chev is under terrific pressure 
from the Chinese Communists, 
and that this is the reason he 
is acting so tough. The Chinese 
have some allies within the 
Kremlin high command who 
side with them, not with 
Khrushchev. So, rather than 
be accused of softness, Khrush- 
chev's strategy will continue to 
be to rebuff any Allied offer of 
compromise ... The American

Soviet Russia may think 
that Japan is vulnerable to 
Soviet pressure as the country 
is not unified in its policy to- 
ward communism. 

The arrival of the two pro- 
minent Soviet men will be a 
headache for the Japanese 
police. It is still remembered 
what a strain it was on New 
York policemen when Premier 
Nikita S. Khrushchev of Soviet 
Russia was in New York at- 
tending the U.N. General As- 
sembly last year. The Japanese 
police will have more than they 
can handle, so I hope that dur- 
ing their stay here the rightist 
fanatics will not cause extra 
trouble. 

Gagarin more than Mikoyan 
will be the center of interest 
and curiosity and will likely re- 
ceive the same enthusiastic wel- 
come from the public as he did 
in England. In London he was 
invited to a luncheon by Queen 
Elizabeth at Buckingham Palace 
though the Government was at 
first rather undecided about the 
treatment of the “world’s hero.” 
Whether Gagarin is a Commu- 
nist or not, the fact that he is 
the most interesting person of 
the world today, cannot be de- 
nied. Due welcome should be 
given him both by the Govern- 
ment and people. 

No matter how eagerly Gaga- 
rin and Mikoyan may "te 
welcomed here and what fuss 
may be made over them, the 
two prospective visitors and te 
country they represent should 
not take it as an increase of 
Communist influence in Japan, 
because the Japanese people are 
apt to go overboard for popular 
personalities. Movie and TV 
stars receive the same kind of 
frenzied welcome, as has often 
been manifested in the past. 

Mikoyan who will officially 
age the Soviet Fair on Aug. 
15, will point out the benefits 
for Japan in trading with Rus- 
sia. e is reported to be a 
skilled salesman and knows 
when to be charming and when 
firm. 

We must be hospitable and 
make their stay comfortable, 
but at the same time we should 
show them that we are deter- 
mined to keep »sur freedom and 
will not be swayed either by 
smiles or threats.

West Stands Firm 


LONDON — Khrushchev's 
manufactured crisis over Berlin 
has utterly failed to shake the 
firm stand of the West. None of 
the replies to his memorandum 
by Britain, France and Amer- 
ica closes the door on nego- 
tiations, but all are forthright 
in warning him 
of the perils of 
unilateral  act- 
ion. Khrush- 
chev’s threats 
are all too typ- 
ical of his atti- 
tude toward 
world problems 
in general. The 


Kremlin ap- 
pears to work 
on the  princi- 


ple that any situation which 
does not develop in accordance 
with Soviet desires can be alter- 
ed as and when they see fit, in 
flagrant breach of existing 
agreements and obligations. 


The reason is not far to seek. 
Lord Home, the British Foreign 
Secretary, made it quite clear 
last week when he said: “By 


- far the largest share of respon- 


sibility for the breakdown of 
law and order all over the 
world must be laid at the door 
of international communism.” 
The result was that the world 
was living in a situation which 
could only be described as “in- 
ternational anarchy.” Yet, as 
Lord Home observed, there was 
no other way in which sover- 
eign nations could live together 
unless it was by observing the 
sanctity of contracts and agree- 
ments freely made. It was in 
pursuance of this principle that 
the British note proclaimed A\l- 
lied willingness to improve the 
present situation in Germany 
by negotiation and added that 
the British Government was al- 
Ways ready to consider in agree- 
ment with their Allies a freely 
negotiated settlement of Ger- 
many’s unresolved problems. 
These are the “quiet, serious, 
patient techniques of diplomacy, 
free from threat of force” on 
which Lord Home pins his 
faith, 


Days of Decision 


The British Government's In- 
vestigation into the possibility 
of negotiations with the Com- 
mon Market are now approach- 
ing a decisive stage. e min- 
isters who were dispatched to 
sound out opinion in Common- 
wealth capitals have all com- 
pleted their missions. They do 
not appear to have brought back 
with them any insurmountable 
Commonwealth objections to ne- 
gotiation, but their journeys 
weré obviously vital. It is of 
paramount interest to Britain, 
as indeed it is to the Free World 
as a whole, that the terms on 
which Britain seeks membership 
should in no way encroach on 
the cohesion in the Common- 
wealth. 


The next moves will be an- 
nounced by the Prime Minister, 
Mr. Macmillan, on Monday. On 
the following day there will be 
a meeting of Western European 
Union, of which the six Com- 
mon Market nations and Britain 
are all members. Meanwhile, the 
Common Market itself has em- 
barked on a new stage in its 
development. At Bonn last week, 
the heads of the six Govern- 
ments agreed that political uni- 
fication of the Common Market 
should be given a quasi-consti- 
tutional form. 


A commission of experts have 
been asked to submit proposals 
on “means to give statutory 
character to the unification of 
our peoples.” The question of 
Britain joining was apparently 
not discussed, but a statement 
issued after the meeting spoke 
of the possibility of other Eu- 
ropean states coming in who 
were ready to accept the same 
duties and obligations in all 
spheres. It also recorded the 
cu.viction that only a United 
Europe, allied with the United 
States and other free people, 
could avert the danger now 
threatening Europe and the rest 
of the Free World. * 


Economics and Planning 


On Tuesday, the British 
Chancellor of the Exchequer 
gave the British economy per- 
haps the stiffest dose of disin- 
flation it has received since 
World War Il. The persistence 
of an unfavorable balance of 
payments has led the Govern- 
ment in recent months to ini- 
tiate a large-scale export drive. 
The new measures — which in- 
clude raising the tax on a wide 
range of consumer goods and a 
credit squeeze—are designed to 
reinforce this effort: by apply- 
ing a curb to home consump- 


tion and inessential investment 
and thus to free resources for 
export at competitive prices. 

There are already signs that 
the measures will achieve one 
of their immediate objectives— 
the strengthening of sterling on 
the international exchanges. A 
featur. of the chancellor’s state- 
ment in Parliament which at- 
tracted the interest of economic 
commentators was his announc- 
ed intention of improving the 
arrangements for long term 
planning of public expenditure. 
There has been growing con- 
cern in Britain in recent months 
about the way in which plece- 
meal decisions on expenditure 
and short-term economy cam- 
paigns have in the past affected 
the smooth development of the 
British economy. 


This point of view has been 
strongly expressed by a group 
of senior officials and non-offi- 
cial experts under Lord Plow- 
den, whom the chancellor ap- 
pointed some two years ago to 
examine control of public 
spending and who published 
their report at the end of last 
week. This report strongly urg- 
es that public expenditure 
should be “based on long-term 
forward surveys of prospective 
requirements and resources. 
Lord Plowden, who was for- 
merly a senior civil servant and 
then the first chairman o/ the 
Atomic Energy Authority, is 
now in private industry as head 
of a large industrial concern. It 
is a range of experience which 
will give added authority to the 
recommendations of the report. 


Round the Capitals 


Oslo reports that a television 
station being built on one of 
Norway's islands will be operat- 
ed from the mainland by re- 
mote control. Two Marconi 
transmitters have been selected 
by the Norwegian Telegraph 
Administration. They are suit- 
able for unattended operation 
and are controlled by a VHF 
radio link. 


Bonn reports a rise of 64 per 
rent in West Germany's export 
surplus in the first half of this 
year compared with the same 
period last year. About half 
the surplus was achieved after 
revaluation of the Deutschmark 
by five r cent., thus dispos- 
ing of fears that revaluation 
had already begun to affect 
export results. 

Stockholm reports that the 
Scandinavian countries have 
found a joint solution to the 
problem of financing and setting 
up of diplomatic missions in 
the rapidly increasing number 
of independent countries. They 
are t© pool diplomats. One 
attache will represent all four 
nations in technical and scien- 
tific affairs. Where interests 
clash, as for example, in com- 
petition for the timber trade 
between Sweden, Norway and 
Finland, separate commercial 
attaches will be necessary. But 
pooling arrangements will be 
made wherever possible and in 
some cases the nations should 
be able to share a common 
embas$Sy building. 

London reports a new tele- 
os service started this week 
n Birmingham. Housewives 
dialing a certain number will 
be given a new recipe each day 
for the main meat course. It 
is already possible throughout 
Britain to dial for the latest 
weather forecast. Also, during 
a cricket test match, it is 


sible to ring up for the latest 
score.
